Paris, June 7. Some Letters from Spain advife, 
that the Por.ugu.ze have bebieg’d Ciudad Radrigo. 
We do nor flatrer our felves ha: Piac: cau be re- 
hiev’d ; for being neither nor provided with 
what is neceffary for makirg a good Defenee, we 
fuppofe it will be fore’d to furrender before Succour 
can arrive. Thefe Letters add, that the Enemy’s 
Fleet is fail’d from the Road of Barcelona ro the 
Coaft of Valencia to favour the Rebels. They, 
write from Bayone, that the Duke of Grammont | 
being inform’d the King of Spain would pafs through 
Pau, fent Orders throughout the Province of Bearn 
for the Nobiliry, to draw together to guard his Ca- 
tholick Majefty and conduct him to Pampelona, 
But ’tis rumour’d there is Advice, that the King ac- 
companied only by 3 Grandees, the Duke de No- 
ailles, and 2 Valetsde Chambre, has taken Poft at 
Pau for Madrid. | 

Ic has been rumour'd for fome Weeks paft, that 
fome Detachments would be order’d from the Duke 
de la Feuillade’s Army to Lombardy or to Catalonia, 
and that the Siege of Turin would be put off ; bur 
Letters from Court fay pofitively that Siege will be 
effeGually carried on, and thar there are at prefent 
before the Place 66 Battallions, $8 Squadrons, 6 
Companies of Bombardiers, 6 Companies of Work- 
men to ferve the Artillery, 600 Miners. 6co Gun- 
ners, 3 Brigades of Ingeniers, 8000 Pioneers, 133 
Pieces of Cannon, 64 Mortars for Bombs from 200 
to 500 Weight, 53200 Cannon Bullets, 170co Bumbs, 
qooooo Weight of Powder, and Mea! 19 ferve the 
Army 2 Months. There is befides at Sufa a Referve 
of 77000 Sacks of Corn and 500000 Weight ot 
Powder. The Right of the Army is extended to 
the Po below Montcalier, and the Left to the Stura. 
The Count d’Eftain was to pafs the Po with 50 
Squadrons and 20 Battallions, to endeavour to pof- 
{els himfelf of the Rifing Grounds that are above 
the Capuchins, where the Befieged have ftrong In- 
trenchments ; and it being believ'd the Duke of Sa- 
voy will oppofe him, we expect to hear of an Action. 
Men are actually at Work upon the Lines of Cir- 
cumvallation and Contravallation ; and the Letters 
of the 29th of laft Month tell us very good Di{po- 
fitions were made for opening the Trenches, but that 
the Day for opening them was not fix’d. The Duke 
of Savoy has at prefent 11000 Foot and 5000 Horfe; 
he has fent the moft valuable Furniture of his Palace 


to Coni, and feveral Ladies of his Court are —_ 
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out of Turin with the Leave of the Duke dela 
Feuillade. 

Tis {aid the Marfhal de Villars has Orders to de- 
tach 20 Battallions and 30 Squadicns for Flanders ; 
and that their Room will be tupplied by part of the 
Garrifons of the Places in upper and lower Alface, 
and by thofe in Lorrain, to the End the Marfhal may 
{till be in a Condition to oppofe the Enterprizes of 
Prince Lewis of Baden. They write from oir 
Places in Flanders the 4th of this Month, that the 
Marfhal de Villeroy is at Sc. Amand with all the 
Horfe ; the Duke de Guiche at Lifle with the Regi- 
ment of Guards ; M. de Caraman at Menin ; the 
Count de Galley ac Courtray ; M. de Grimaldi and 
Mongeorge at Mors ; and the Count de Ja Motte at 
Ipres. ‘They write from Breft, that M. de Chavag- 
nac and de Choileul, Caprains of Men of War that 
were at the taking of the Miles of St. Chriftopher and 
Nevis, arc 2rriv’d there 3; and that report M. 
ai’ Ibberville is gone to the Spanifh Ports in America 
with the Negroes he cartied off from thofe Ifles. 

From the Duke of Mariborough’s Camp at Arfcele, 
June 7, N. $. On Friday the 4ch Inftane the Army 
march’d from Meerlebeck, and having pafsd the 
Schelde and the Lys, encamp'd between Deine atid 
Nevelle, where the Magiftrates of Audenarde came 
ro wait upon my Lord Duke, to defiie bis G-ace’s 
Provection, and affure him of their Fidelity to his 
Catholick Majefty King Charles IIL The 5¢h che 
Army march’d and encamp'd here, our being ac 
Arfeele, and our Right at Caneghem. In the Mor- 
ning Baron Sehilde Trezfurer of Antwerp, with an 
Officer of the Garrifon of that Place, came to my 
Lord Deke, with Letters from the City, and the 
Marquis de Teraneza Governour of the Catftle, 
praying that thefe Gentlemen might have Leave to 
go tothe Elector of Bavaria, co receive his Directi- 
ons upon the Condu& they were to oblerve in Ke- 
Jation to the Summons they had receiv’d from his 
Grace. My Lord Duke did not think fir co grant 
their Requeft’; but fent them back to Antwerp with 
Anfwers to the Letters they brought, arid immediate- 
Jy derach’d my Lord Orkney with" Hoife to 
joyn Brigadier Cadogan and inveft the Place, with 
“Diredtions to form the Siege, affoon as his Lordhhip 
could be joyn’d by 16 Battallions of Foor, who were 
order'd to march for that Purrofe from Flanders. 
¥n the mean time his Grace difpatch’d Orders to 

Brigadier Cadogan, to give the Garrifon no more 
than 4 Hours time to confider of the Capitulation 
that wes offer’d them. 
The fame Day came an Exprefs from Collonel 
Darel, with the Anfwer of the Governour of Den- 
dermonde, ‘importing, that that Place being well 
provided, he hop’d my Lord Duke would noc take 
it illthat he was refolv’d to do his Duty. Yefter- 
day my Lord Duke receiv’d a Letter from the King 
of Snain, dated at Barcelona the 12th of May, ac- 
quainting his Grace, That the Enemy had been o- 
biig’d to raife the Siege of that Town with fo much 
Confufion, that they had lefe behind them all their 
Arcillery, and a very great quantity of all forts of 
Ammunition and Provifions. The Troops and Ar- 
tillery were drawn out this Evening, and 4 triple 
Difcharge made of the Cannon and fmall Arms upon 
this happy Occafion. This Day at Noon my Lord 
Duke receiv’d Advice by an Exprefs from Brigadier 
Cadogan, That yefterday the Governors of the 
Cafile and Town of Anrwerp had fign’d the Capiru- 
lation, by which the Garrifon, confifting of 6 French 
and 6 Spanifh Regiments, is allow’d to march out in 
3 Davs, and to bz conducted to Quefnoy ; bur ir is 
very probable that the Spaniards and Walloons will 
choofe rather to enrer into the Service of their law- 
ful Sovereign King Charles the Third. At the fame 
time arriv’d likewife an Exprefs from Major Gene- 
ral Rofs, with the Anfwer of the Govérnour of 
Oftend to the Summons made to him to furrender, 
importing, that he had fent tothe Elector of Bava- 
ria, and hop’d he fhould be. excus’d if he defended 
the Place as became him till he receiv’d furcher Or- 
ders. Whereupon Orders were given this Afternnon 
for a Detachment to march and poffefs it felf of Pla- 
fendale, on the Canal near Oftende, to facilitate the 
Siege of that Place, which will be undertaken as 
foon as our Artillery comes up, and be carried on by 


the Direction of MonGeur d’Auverqitiqie ‘Ty; 
neceflary Preparations for this Siege, will take y 
or 6 Days ; in the mean time the Army wil] remai, 
here ; and his Grace intends to take this Oppor-uni 
ty to make a Journey tothe Hague, whither be will 
be going to Morrow Morning, ‘to concert 
with the States General for the furcher Ope 
this Campaign.

This Morning he went a- 
way agen for the Army. "Tis {aid the Minifter ct 
Savoy made Inftances to his Grace, that a Detach- 
ment of Troops might be fentto Italy. The French 
King feems to have nothing fo much at Heart, as the 
reducing of the D. of Savoy by Arms, or drawing 
him over to his Party on any Terms : The Paris 
Letrers have often given formidable Accounts of 
the Preparations for the Siege of Turin ; and we 
are well inform’d by other Hands, that the 25th of 
laft Month a Carte blanche was offer'd his Royal 
Highnefs on the part of France, but twas 10 n0 
purpofe. A Marriage is concluded berween the 
Prince Royal of Pruffia and the Princefs of Hanover. 
The Garrifon of Antwerp march’d out of that 
Place Yefterday. Of 4 Walloon Regiments, confift- 
ing of 600 Men each, which were in ir, there 
march’d our but 372 Men, the reft entred into his 
Catholick Majefty’s Service, fome few excepted, 
who not being in a Condition to ferve, are return'd 
to their refpective Dwellings. The Spaniards who 
were in the Garrifon Lave all declar’d for King 
Charles the Third, and remain in the Caftle.
